There are,'however, 
several nil menu which sometimes ap- 
pear among Innibs which, If not given 
attention nl the proper time, may cause 
considerable loss or affect their early 
development and hence their market 
value and profit. 


Some of the Infectious diseases of 


lambs, such ns Joint 111 and others, may 
cause quite serious losses. 
Same of 


these diseases do not respond rapidly 
lo treatment, bul they can be prevent- 
ed 
by 
proper 
snnltnrr conditions. 


Clean, well-bedded and weli-vcntilated 
qunrters should be provided for the 
ewes and lambs In onler to prevent 
these-dlsensej. Sore eyes or a sore 
month often develop, particularly If 
the Hock Is bent in unsanitary quar- 
ters or If they are exposed to rainy 
weather uml the mlder and flanks of 
the ewe bccoaie wet and dirty. In 
case of sore eyes among the lambs the 
eyes should be cJeiuised each ilny until 
cured with a 3 per cent solution of 
boric acid or a 13 per cent solution of 
nrgyrol. 
If the lamhs are troubled 


with sore ,1110111)1 all the scab and dis- 
eased tissue should be scraped away 
anil the sore cov.ereil with sheep dip 
or ciirbolflted vnsellne. 


Remedy for Constipation. 


Constipatidn Is one of the most com- 


mon ailments of youug lamhs. This 
may be remedied by givlnfr one or tivo 
ounces of castor oil or linseed oil.

The right way to 
do the work is to dilute both the cop- 
per sulphate and the lime as much as 
possible.

TUB NEW POSTAGE STAMPS 
| 


With the issuance, on May first, of 


our new stamps, the Postofnce de- 
triment has completed its revision 
jf the entire scries of U. S. postage 
atamps by tho issuance of 21 differ- 
ent stamps in • new colors and new 
'aces. In the new series, one denoni- 
nati'on—the 
1-cent stamp-r 
was 


dropped and two new denominations 
were added, n H-cent 'stamp and a 
2-cent, 
The elimination of the 
IA^ 


cent stamp was due to the discontin- 
uance of the 3-cent war-time postage, 
which made it in great demand. The 
issuance of the' H-cent and 25-cent 
(stamps arc due to their great de- 
mand in mailing parcel post. 


.The decision to change the design 


was based almost wholly upon tho 
need of ascertaining more accurately 
what mail matter had postage, due. 
The issue of stamps just discontinued 
were similar in portrait, color and 
shape. All the stamps under the old 
issue from 1 -to 7-cent denominations 
had the portrait of Washington. Those 
from 8-ccnt to J5 had the portrait 
of Franklin. In many cases the colors 
were but slightly different. 
In addi- 


tion to this.similarity there was the 
additional difficulty 
of obliteration 


of the numerals on the' stamp by can- 
cellation marks. These factors com- 
bined to make it extremely difficult 
to detect errors in postage. All this Is

by

which each stamp bears a distinctive 
portrait, a 
distinctive 
color, and 


those more, susceptible to' .confusion 
have a distinctive shape. ' • 


Changing the U. S. stamps has been 


going on for BO years. Since 
1874, 


eight complete changes of design 
have been- made in the U. S. postage 
stamps. These changes were made !n 
18S1-G1-C9-80-94, 1902-08-12.

to 12-cenla 'follow the custom of com- 
memorating great figures in Ameri- 
can history. The picture of Benjamin 
Franklin, tho first Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, adorns the 1-cent stamp.
